I REALLY feel sorry for the one who havS no hobby. I believe th a t hob- 
* hies are essential as an avocation—because the man. or woman, with a 
hobby goes around with a fresher, livelier m ind. 
A gentlem an once told me th at book collecting had added ten years 
to his life. I w ant it to add 20 to mine! 
Well, the other day I got one of those little thrills that come only 
once in a while. 
For years I have wanted a little book of poems by my 
friend W illiam Allen W hite and Albert Bigelow Paine. It was Mr. W hite's 
first published work, and perhaps th a t of Mr. Paine, too. 
Just a little 
book of verses by each and in a very small edition—but I handled it with 
a gToat deal of affection as I unwrapped it from its mailing coat. 
It cost 
but a few dollars—but the thrill is never in th e price of a thing.

In 
the student’s m ind we have all toe 
long perm itted credits and courses 
and departm ental honors to make 
us forget the central objective in 
college education, which is to pro­ 
mote an all-around development of 
a life. 
“In other words, a college educa­ 
tion does not seek to confront the 
student with a given num ber oi 
clearly defined fields of study, but, 
rather with fields of study as m eans 
tliTOugh which a student may de­ 
velop perspective, 
the ability to 
balance values and the capacity to 
serve. 
“In ideal, 
at 
least, a college 
course should be so planned th at 
each step contributes to the de­ 
velopment of one's ability to see 
clearly, to think w ithout confusion 
and to develop a taste for what is.
